A technical expert said 
apparently ar; automatic switching 
system to a back-up recorder did not 
work. 


J. Fred Buzhardt, lawyer for the 


President, asked U.S. District Court 
Judge Sirica to employ electronic ex- 
perts to determine "that the tapes are 
complete and have not been tampered 
with jn any form." 


Richard Ben Veniste, a Watergate 


prosecution force lawyer, concurred in 
Buzhardt's request and the judge asked 
both the prosecution force and the 
White House to suggest an expert. 


Buzhardt told the court Wednesday 


that a telephone conversation between 
the f resident and former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell was made on an 
instrument not connected to tape 
records. That reduced availability of 
nine subpoenaed White House Water- 
gate recordings to seven. 


"It was not until several weeks ago 


when 
the 
President 
considered 


disclosure that review of tapes by him 
was commenced," Buzhardt said. 


"It was not definitely determined 


that the two conversations in question 
were not recorded until late last 
week," he said. 


Buzhardt said he would call wit- 


nesses to show that the tape had ex- 
ceeded its capacity of six hours con- 
versation on Saturday, April 14 and 
early on Sunday — a time when 
technicians did not routinely check the 
recording devices. 


"The judge himself can hearing the 


running out of the tape," Buzhardt 
said. 


Secret Service technician Raymond 


C. Zumwalt, who installed and serviced 
the automatic recording equipment in 
the President's offices, was scheduled 
to testify before Sirica. 


Through all the court fights, high- 


level 
statements,, 
and 
eventual 


agreement by the President to comply 
with court orders, the existence of nine 
tapes sought by Watergate investigat- 
orswas never questioned. 


Deputy press secretary Gerald L. 


Warren said at the White House that 
Nixon had been unaware until last 
weekend that specific conversations of 
June 20, 1972. and April 15, 1973, were 
not recorded. 


Buzhardt told Sirica a four-minute 


conversation on June 20 between Nixon 
and Mitchell was on a telephone not 
connected to recorders. 


And the April 15 conversation 


between the President nad Dean was 
"not redorded due to malfunctioning of 
the system or inadequacy of the sys- 
tem," Buzhardt told Sirica. 


Warren explained that extensive 


conversations 
and discussions 
in 


Nixon's office on April 14 and 15 — 
prior to the Dean meeting had been 
recorded. But, he said, "when this 
conversation took place the first 
recorder had run out, filled up and the 
alternate recorder was not activated 
until the next day, the 16th." 


April 15 was a Sunday. Zumwalt 


testified Wednesday that the equipment 
was serviced only on weekdays and 
that the switching system to a second 
six-hour reel apparently didn't work. 
He said it was the only failure he knew 
of. 


The missing recordings include what 


Mitchell told Nixon in their first 
reported 'conversation following the 
Watergate break-in of June 20, 1972, 
and of what passed between Nixon and 
Dean in a meeting in which Dean said 
Nixon admitted discussing clemency as 
part of the Watergate cover-up. 


The disclosure brought quick reac- 


tion from senators of both parties. 


"As of this moment, President Nixon 


has the clear burden of satisfying the 
American people that he has been 
speaking the truth. If he fails in this, 
then we are faced with a political crisis 
of the most profoundly disturbing

Perjury denied 
by Kleindienst 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Former Atty. 


Gen. Richard S. Kleindienst denies he 
committed perjury by failing to tell the 
Senate about President Nixon's order 
to drop an antitrust suit against ITT 
and his own threat to resign rather 
than obey. 


Kleindienst repeatedly stated under 


oath during 1972 hearings before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee that there 
was no White House pressure on him 
to halt the antitrust suits against In- 
ternational Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. 


He acknowledged in a statement 


Wednesday that Nixon telephoned him 
on April 19, 1971, and, "without any 
discussion, ordered me to drop the 
appeal" of one of the three parallel 
lawsuits. 


He defended his Senate testimony by 


saying he "was not asked whether I 
had had any contacts with the White 
House at the time of this decision, and 
I did not deny any such contacts." 


But an examination of the two 


volumes of the hearing record shows 
that Kleindienst was asked repeatedly 
about the sequence of events on April 
19. 


And he was asked several times if 


he had ever had any contacts with the , 
White House concerning the ITT case. 


He repeatedly denied any contacts 
amounting to pressure or directions and 
conceded only that the matter may 
have been mentioned in some of the 
many casual conversations he had with 
White House officials. 


Kleindienst disclosed for the first 


time that the controversy forced him 
to the brink of resigning. 


By his account, former presidential 


adviser John D. Ehrlichman called 
him on April 19 "and stated that the 
President directed me not to file the 
appeal in the Grinnell case ... I in- 
formed him that we had determined 
to take that appeal, and that he should 
so inform the President."

MIAMI (AP) - President Nixon's 


fight to keep the White House tapes 
confidential was a stand on principle 
and was not made in fear of 
incrim(nation, The Miami Herald 
quotes Nixon's closest friend as saying. 


In a copyright story, the Herald in 


today's editions quotes C.G. "Bebe" 
Rebozo as saying in a rare personal 
interview that Nixon was motivated 
"by the same character and same high 
principles" which he exhibited in 
refusing to contest the Illinois vote in 
his 1980 loss to John F. Kennedy. 


"I'm fairly logical and it's hard for 


me to conceive that a man would sit 
there talking to people, being the only 
one that knew that it was being 


recorded and say something that might 
incriminate him," Rebozo was quoted 
as telling Herald reporters. 


"I believe again he was standing on 


principle and he didn't want to not only 
violate the separation of power but he 
didn't 
want 
to condemn 
future 


presidents to the same situation by 
giving in." 


The Herald said Rebozo made his 


statements in an Wednesday interview, 
the first granted by Rebozo since Nixon 
became president in 1989. 


Rebozo, a close friend of Nixon's 


since 1950, said, "He's not the kind of 
man that you would necessarily warm 
up to immediately," the Herald 
reported. 


The newspaper said he characterized 


the President as "a unique person ... 
a very deep thinker ... dedicated to his 
country. 


"But he is so dedicated to his 


country and his job that he doesn't 
have time for the normal small talk 
that people frequently relax indulging 
in." 


The Herald said Rebozo denied that 


his Key Biscayne bank had operated 
a private investment fund on Nixon's 
behalf and that he also defended his 
handling of a $100,000 campaign con- 
tribution from billionaire Howard 
Hughes. 


He said a 12-week investigation by 


the Internal Revenue Service had 


cleared him of any wrongdoing in the 
contribution, the paper said. 


The Herald quoted Rebozo as sayinc 


he did not tell Nixon of the Hughes 
money until almost two years after 
receiving it in 1909 and did not return 
the money until "well after" the IRS 
probe began. 


He said if the IRS had not become 


interested "the money would have been 
used in the '74 Congressional cam- 
paign," the newspaper said. 


The Herald said Rebozo complained 


during the interview that he and his 
bank have suffered "just unbelievable" 
harassment by investigators from the 
Senate Watergate committee.

Premier meets press

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WASHINGTON (AP) -For today, at 


least, President Nixon seemed to have 
the Egyptians and Israelis where he 
wanted them —in the same city talking 
about a Middle East settlement. 


However, despite their presence here 


at the same time, Israeli Prime 
Minister Golda Meir and Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy did not 
come to Washington to talk to each 
other. Instead, they came separately 
to plead their own special interests and 
to obtain as much support as possible 
from Nixon for positions that appear 
to be in direct conflict. 


Before her breakfast meeting today 


with Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and a noon session with the 
President, Mrs. Meir told reporters 
that problems and questions had arisen 
out of her country's relationship with 
the United States. 


She asked to talk with the President 


and Kissinger to "seek answers and 
clarifications," Mrs. Meir said upon 
her arrival Wednesday afternoon.

"start immediately with peace talks" 
in an international peace conference 
under U.N. sponsorship.

and Mrs. Meir didn't deny being aware 
of the American position.

trick or treater died in what police 
termed a freak accident after the youth 
and his friends were accosted by a man 
who warned them not to come to his 
apartment. 
1 Police said the boy, Kevin Frink, was 
nearly decapitated Wednesday night 
when he accidentally stuck his head 
through an already broken glass 
window in an elevator door during a 
scuffle with James Logan, 22. 


Logan is a resident of the same 
apartment building where the dead 
youth lived. 


Frink was dead on arrival at St. 
Lukes Hospital. 


In fact, some Israeli sources said one 


of the goals of her visit is to convince 
Nixon not to back her government 
against the wall on the issue.

Privately, there are indications 


Egypt may be more flexible. U.S. 
officials said they were pleasantly 
surprised by Fahmy and predicted 
important progress within weeks. 


In fact, it was Fahmy's visit and the 


reports of his friendly reception that 
caused Mrs. Meir to suddenly come to 
Washington. 


She is said to have felt it was time 


to re-establish the image of her close 
personal relationship with Nixon. 


Mrs. Meir will stay in the United 


States until Saturday, taking advantage 
of the opportunity to talk with influen- 
tial businessmen and members of 
Congress. 


U.S. sources agreed with suggestions 


that these contacts will result in public 
and private commitments of support.

Ford would act 
as conciliator 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 
Vice- 


President-desienate 
Gerald 
R. 
Ford offered himself today as a con- 
ciliator between the White House and 
Congress as hearings opened on his 
nomination for the nation's second 
highest executive job. 


At the same time, members of the 


Senate Rules Committee considering 
his nomination noted that Ford's 
selection might prove as important as 
the choice of a President. 


"I believe we all realize that the 


nominee of today may not only be the 
vice president of tomorrow but could 
be the president of next year," Sen 
Claiborne Pell, D-R.I., said in an 
opening statement. 


In his opening statement Ford said 


he could serve as "a ready conciliator 
and calm communicator" between a 
beleagured Republican President and 
a Democratic-controlled Congress. 


The 
60-year-old 
Michigan 


congressman said he had supplied 
complete 
personal 
and 
political 


financial records because of the great 
importance of the inquiry. 


Committee Chairman Howard W. 


Cannon, D-Nev., said the present crisis 
in which Ford was nominated by 
President 
Nixon 
to replace 
the 


resigned Spiro T. Agnew marked a 
turning point in the status of the vice 
presidency. 


"I believe the time is over when the 


presidential nominee of either party 
can select l.is running mate as an 
afterthought," Cannon said. "The 
committee should consider this no less 
than the selection of a president of the 
United States." 


But Cannon said while the coomittee 


wants "the most searching inquiry" it 


will not get bogged down in argument 
over Ford's voting record in Congress. 


"If this committee were to indulge 


in an ideological tug of war over Mr. 
Ford, we would be denying the right 
of the President to chose whom he 
wants," Cannon said. 


In another opening statement. Senate 


Republican Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania expressed 
his "full 


support and entire confidence of 
Gerald Ford." 


Ford told the committee he is no 


saint but is qualified for the job and 
.said he could serve as a helping hand 
in the midst of governmental crisis. 


"I believe you and the Congress and 


the American people must become 
fully satisfied that I am worthy of your 
trust and that I am fit to perform the 
duties of the vice presidency," Ford 
told senators prepared to question him 
about his handling of campaign con- 
tributions. 


"I am not a saint, and I'm sure I 


have done things I might have done 
better or differently or not at all," the 
House GOP leader added. "I have also 
left undone things that I should have 
done." 


"But I believe and hope that I have 


been honest with myself and with 
others, that I have been faithful to my 
friends and fair to my opponents, and 
that I have tried my best to make this 
great government work for the good 
of all Americans," Ford said. 


His eight-page opening statement 


dealt with general philosophy and his 
view of the vice presidency, leaving it 
to the questioning by the nine Rules 
Committee members to go into 
financial and other questions raised in 
:he FBI probe of Ford. 


Kasten eyes Lucey job

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Kennedy the culprit 
Drug issue 'theft9 irks Nelson

WASHINGTON - The two Senators 


would never admit it publicly, but the 
staffs of Gaylord Nelson and Edward 
Kennedy are slapping at each other. 


It is being interpreted here as a 


direct result of the strong presidential 
desires of Kennedy - or at least of 
those who have gathered around him 
seeking a shot at the presidency. 


It involves the blatant theft of an 


issue that Nelson has championed for 
the past half dozen years or more. 


And it involves a violation of an 


agreement that liberal Democrats 
thought they had made among them- 
selves, only to be broken on the floor of 
the Senate by Kennedy. 


Nelson has been the leading Senate 


champion on drug law reform, pushing 
for a pricing and sales regulation sys- 
tem to break what many consider to be 
a monopolistic sales structure that 
pushes drug prices in the U.S. far 
above justified levels. 


It is an issue with a substantial 


amount of political appeals. 


Nelson's staff recently was contacted 


by Kennedy's staff seeking information 
about* the issue. Kennedy's assistants 
indicated the Massachusetts Democrat 


wanted to do "something" about the 
matter. 


Nelson's staff explained that the 


Wisconsin lawmaker had long been in 
the field, and that he would like to be 
associated with whatever Kennedy 
tried to do in the field. 


Kennedy's assistants assured Nel- 


son's office of cooperation, asking 
them to check back on an afternoon 
some days later. 


On the morning of the day set for the 


meeting, Kennedy's office announced 
that he would conduct hearings on 
drug pricing and monopoly practices, 
and gave no indication that Nelson's 
long standing work in the field would 
be considered. 


Nelson sought out Kennedy on the 


Senate floor, and was assured that it 
was a misunderstanding, and that 
Nelson's legislation would be con- 
sidered in the hearings. 


It reminded some of the agreement 


among liberals to push through a 
campaign reform bill in the Senate 
without raising the issue of public 
financing of campaigns. 


The liberals agreed the need for 


reform was immediate, and that the 
public financing issue — which most 


backed - could be considered separa- 
tely. 


That agreement fell apart with a 


bang on the Senate floor when Kennedy 
popped up with an amendment calling 
for public campaign financing. 


While liberals looked daggers, Ken- 


nedy won wide attention from the press 
gallery. 


Liberals were forced to vote to table 


the public finance issue - something 
they did not want to do in a 
philosophical sense —to insure passage 
of the campaign reform bill. 


Again, the move was a direct result 


of advice Kennedy received from top 
staff assistants, according to sources 
surrounding other liberal Democrats.

My problem is that I am unable to use 
tampons as they cause me a great deal 
of pain. Can you give me any explana- 
tion? Will it affect my sex life? -L.H.E. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have just begun 


to use tampons and wonder if they are 
good for me. Do they stop the flow or 
does it just seem that way? Some people 
say such protection doesn't allow 
complete drainage of menstrual flow. 
How long should a tampon be kept in? 
The instructions aren't very clear on 
this. Is it safe to go swimming? - 
G.K.W. 


For Miss L.H.E.: The probable 


answer (and it is not uncommon) is that 
the opening in the hymen is too small. 
This can be corrected surgically, with- 
out great difficulty, but short of that, 
the only solution would be to use a 
junior size tampon, which is available. 
Or if even that fails, external protection 
is the answer. Your sex life will not be 
affected.

under way-out they won't be made in 
time to apply to 1973. 


So, if you are planning to distribute 


gifts to members of your family either 
on a one-shot basis or as part of an 
overall estate planning program, 
now-in these weeks before 1973 ends-is 
when you should make your moves. 


Here are your prime guides: 
A gift of property (other than to a 


charitable organization) is subject to a 
federal gift tax unless it conies within 
the specific exemptions and exclusions 
in the gift tax law. When you make 
major gifts, therefore, try to keep 
within these exemptions and exclusions. 


$M,M9 lifetime exemption 


You are entitled to a $30,000 exemp- 


tion for the value of all the property and 
money you give away during your life-

into the exercise yard at Mountjoy 
Prison Wednesday and swept the three 
men away while the guards looked on. 

The 
men were flown to a deserted racetrack 
outside Dublin and a car took them 
away in the direction of Howth. a 
fishing village. 


Troops and police combed 
the 


countryside, roadblocks were set up on 
all highways to Northern Ireland and 
fishermen were questioned. But there 
was no trace of the missing men. 


Authorities on both sides of the 


border suspect the three Roman 
Catholic militants were sprung to or- 
ganize a new IRA offensive. "I'd say 
we can expect trouble pretty soon," 
said one British army officer.

It said E. coli bacteria, which it 


described as an indicator of potentially 
disease-causing germs from tbe 
intestine, were detected in samples 
from six of the seven cities.

Attorney says milk co-op disguised funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A fired 


lawyer for the nation's largest dairy 
cooperative swears the group disguised 
illegal corporate "campaign contribut- 
ions" as legal fees. 


The allegation is being investigated 


by the Senate Watergate committee, 
the Watergate prosecution force, the 
FBI, 
the Internal Revenue Service and 


the General Accounting Office. 


Investigators are seeking to find how 


much of a reported $384,000 legal bill 
went into the alleged contributions, 
who got them, and whether any of the 
money was used for any other purpose. 


The ousted lawyer, Joseph A. Rose 


Jr., 35, was fired from his job as the 
San Antonio-based Associated Milk 
Producers in September after he told 
part of his story to FBI agents. 


A spokesman for the group said Rose 


was fired for "failure to carry out his 
duties." 


Rose testified in a lawsuit that the 


milk producers tunneled political 
money through an Oklahoma City 
lawyer, Stuart Russell, and that Rus- 
sell converted it to checks and cash 
and gave it to the milkmen's chief 
political staffer, Robert Lilly. 


Court filings show Russell received 


$384,000 in a 10-month period ending 
April 30, 1972. At least part of the 
money apparently went for legitimate 
legal costs, since Russell performed 
legal services for the milk group 
during that period. 


Rose said Russell acknowledged 


passing money to Lilly for "political 
contributions," and became nervous 
about the arrangement when IRS 
agents traced some of the money to 
Lilly. Federal law prohibits use of 
corporation money for political donat- 
ions. 


Rose said Lilly indicated he knew 


who got the money, and that he left 
open the possibility it had gone for 
something other than campaign funds 


Rose said he felt it was his obligation 


as a lawyer to get the money back, but 
that Lilly told him, "It can't be recouped 
because it didn't go to something like 
the 
Committee to 
Re-elect 
the 


President. It went direct." 


Rose was asked, "By direct, you 


mean like hundred dollar bills in a 
brown bag, is that the way you un- 
derstood it?" 


"That is my conclusion," Rose said. 
He testified in a tangled lawsuit in 


Kansas City, Mo., on Oct. 23, and a 
transcript of his statement became 
available in Washington Wednesday. 


Russell and Lilly couldn't be reached 


for comment. A spokesman for the 
milk producers declined to comment 
on Rose's allegations. 


The milk producers have been at the 


center of another political controversy. 
Public-interest groups have alleged in 
court that the milkmen bought favors 
from the Nixon administration in return 
for campaign donations.

Delete funds 
for widening

The goals of a mayor in seeking to put only top priority projects in his 1974 


executive budget and aldermen anxious to answer the need* of their wards 
clashed Wednesday in debate over proposed street projects for the city next 
year. 


The results: A widening and temporary resurfacing of E. College Avenue was 
erased from the budget, a majority of the finance committee hoping to see 
long-range plans for the area before doing anything there, and six street 
projects left out of the executive budget were put back in by aldermen who saw 
priorities differently than Mayor James Sutherland. 


The action on the College Avenue project, which called for a temporary 


widening of the pavement between Drew and Rankin streets with an asphalt 
surface, does not end debate on the subject. Alternative proposals for the street 
project will be discussed at a street and sanitation committee meeting Monday, 
which could lead to another proposal's coming back for insertion into the 
budget before it is adopted. 


The addition of the six streets - five pegged for concrete paving and one 


destined for concrete reconstruction - answered the complaints of aldermen 
from the ward who said the projects were absolutely necessary in 1974. 


Aid. Edward Maloney (9th), whose ward include* four of the five streets 


placed back in the budget for new construction, said residents there wanted the 
streets and were willing to pay the assessments for them. 


While 15 residents of Clover Lane and Berry Drive looked on, Maloney 


implored the finance committee to put back into the budget projects that had 
already gone through a public hearing and received City Council approval. 


Why make the willing residents wait and pay a higher cost for paving the 


streets in the years ahead? Maloney asked. "They're willing to pay their 00 per 
cent now."

The mayor admitted Maloney had a "very defensible position," but he 


pointed out that the four streets in Maloney's ward were cut from the budget 
because other projects in the city rated higher priority. All of the $6.290,270 
worth of public improvement projects in the original public works budget 
deserved to be done, the mayor said, but only $3,486,972 could be placed in his 
budget this year.

Public Works Director Robert Miller also admitted the streets deserved 


paving, but noted that on the scale of priorities, streets on the north side and 
elsewhere rated higher. 


Added to Maloney's four streets -Clover Lane, Berry Drive, Harding Drive 


and Hansen Drive - Aid. Glenn Thompson (13th) argued for reinserting 
Matthias Street, another concrete paving project approved after a public 
hearing last month. One hundred per cent of the residents of the street want 
it, he said. 


"The rest of the city has to continue to grow," argued Maloney, noting that 


the projects would add very little to the $2,103,029 bond issue alreadv onnosed 
in the budget for a variety of improvements.

Before the additions, the concrete paving budget carried $195,375 in direct 


city costs. The rest was covered by special assessments. The addition of the five 
other streets, which were submitted in Miller's original budget request but 
knocked out by Sutherlands added $177,310 to that. 


The vote saw Aldermen Donald Day (19th), Rayburn Kaufman (4th) and 


Ralph West (20th) support placing the streets back in the budget. Aid. Beverly

of the county "in failing to construct a 
swimming area safe for the users" and 
that the county "failed to provide 
adequate supervision and failed to 
provide markings as to the depth of the 
water or to provide any other warnings 
as to hazards."

Altai Bohl, route 1, Hortonville, calls Len 


Pop. "My father died when I was young and I 
didn't have anywhere to turn," he explained. 
Allen turned to Len and Len helped. 


So for years when a major decision was to be 


made on the Bohl farm ten's phone would 
ring. "He always had the answer or he knew 
where to find them." 


For William Sirek, director of Fox Valley

LITTLE CHUTE-School Supt. Mark 


Stone has been informed by the state 
Department of Public Instruction that 
the school district will be allowed to 
exceed cost controls calling for no more 
than a $55 per student increase in the 
new school budget.

Also, seven new teachers were 
hired by the public high school to ac- 
commodate the near doubling of enroll- 
ment. 


Stone and the school board asked 


exemptions of $149,416 over the limit 
increase and the state granted exemp- 
tions of $60,700. "I'm very happy with 
the exemptions allowed," said Stone as 
he indicated the school district should 
be able to live within the annual budget 
approved in July.

$704,000 in state aids this year com- 
pared to $304,000 last year. Of the 
increase, about $120,000 is a result of an 
increase of enrollment of about 200 
students and the remainder is the 
increase allowed in the state budget.

Murder complaint may be given new judge 


OSHKOSH - Since significant new 


information is not expected in the Alvin 
Manteufel murder investigation, of- 
ficials here apparently are waiting for a 
new district attorney to present 
basically the same complaint to a new 
judge.

refiling of a first-degree murder charge 
against Mrs. Moreen Kelly of Appleton 
within 60 days.

Drive. She had been charged with the

Outagomie lists decline 
in governmental units

Utted to 1167. according to a Cmsu* of 
Government*. There still are more local 
governmental units at work in the 
county than in Winnebaio, Waupaca or 
Calumet county, according to a recent 
Department of Commerce report. 


That study shows some * units of 
government In Outagamle County, 30 of 
which have property taxing powers. 


They consist of 11 municipal govern- 
ments, 20 town governments, 7 
independent school districts, 7 special 
districts and the county government. 


That means that the county has an 
agency of government for every 2,986 
persons. The average elsewhere in the 
nation is one for every 2,676 and in the 
state, one for every 1,804. 


A comparison of the local govern- 


mental structure has been made possi- 
ble through a report, "Governmental 
Operation," recently released by the 
Department of Commerce. 


The data for it was gathered from all 


parts of the country in connection with 
the 1972 Census of Governments. The 
findings indicate that, in many areas, 
community affairs are being directed 
less and less by county, municipal and 
town governments and more and more 
by autonomous or semi-autonomous 
sub-divisions. 


Increasingly, the controls are being 


delegated to school districts and to 
special districts with responsibilities 
over toll roads, bridges, water supply, 
fire and flood control, public housing 
and the like. 


Nationally, there has been a reduction 


of 3.7 per cent in the number of local 
governments in a five year period. 


In that time period Winnebago County 


reduced the number of local govern- 
ments by two units, a drop to 25 
governments. The report listed five 
municipal 
governments, 16 town 


governments, 2 school districts and a 
special district in the county. 


The county listed the highest number 


of persons for each governing body in 
the four-county area with 5,196 persons 
for each unit. That can be contrasted to 
Waupaca County which gained three 
units of government, pegging units at 
44, one for every SSff persons. There

Gibron believes Bears are

GREEN BAY-For the Packers, there 
never has baen a good time to play the 
Bears. 


Even the "Pepsi Generation" has 


come to know that the Bruins put un- 
common gest into their encounters 
with our heroes, not to mention a 
gratuitous karate chop or two. 


But the timing of Sunday's 109th 


exchange 
in pro football's 
most 


venerable rivalry, to be staged in 
Lambeau Field, could hardly be less 
propitious. 


The Packers, there is little need to 


note, are struggling to recapture the 
positive approach after successive 
nightmares in Los Angeles (24-7) and 
Detroit (34-0). 


The Bears, in contrast, are on the 


ascent after cracking a three-go me 
losing streak with a 35-14 rout of the 
Houston Oilers last time out. 


Even Abe Gibron, the Midway Mon- 


sters' bulking head man, concedes his 
street fighters have been rejuvenated. 


"I feel things are beginning to turn 


around for us," he said by phone from 
his Chicago office Wednesday evening. 
"I think the attitude has been real, 
real good. And that's 90 per cent of it. 


"I didn't feel we executed real well 


against Houston Sunday. But defen- 
sively we played fantastic." 


Predictably, Gibron declined to take 


heart from the manner in which the 
Packers were overrun by Los Angeles 
and Detroit. Infact, he was quick to 
assure that he did not things in that 
light. 


"I thought the Packers did a good

"They just got some 
people hurt and that hurt them. It was

good football team at Denver in our 
third game. Then we get caught 
looking over our shoulder at New 
Orleans. You've got to show your team 
the film of the games they lost to, 
Atlanta (62-7) and Dallas (40-3), and 
that didn't help any. 


"Then we move into Atlanta, where

Neenah driver competes in 
road racing 'super bowl1

NEENAH -"I got tired of Capt. (now 


Chief) Vern Wollerman picking me up 
in the street," Dan Kampo, Neenah 
driver, replied when asked how he ven- 
tured into the road racing business. 
• Kampo, his crew and his sleek red 
Lola A sports racer are in Gainsville, 
Ga. this week where Sunday they hope 
to win the Sports Car of Americas road 
racing championship in their class. 


His crew consists of Dave Wollerman 


(son of the Neenah police chief) who 
does all the engine work, and Joe Fer- 
manich, New London, and Pete 
Schaefer, who handle the suspension 
work. 


The 25-year old driver qualified for 


the nationals, which he calls "the Super 
Bowl of road racing" by compiling the 
most points in his class in the central 
division of the road racing circuit last 
summer. 


The divisions are determined by the 


various time zones and, in Georgia, he 
will be competing against 20 other high 
scorers in A sports racing, the sport's 
fastest class. 


Kampo purchased his 1971 Lola TTT 


(it's considered an old car in racing 
circles) in midseason and entered five 
races, winning several. Before procur- 
ing the car, which was priced at 
between $55,000 and $75,000 when new, 
he drove a Ford Formula car, which he 
still has. 
", 


The Can-Am car, previously driven by 


Peter Revson, was built in England. 


It carries 75 gallons of fuel and 


weighs about 1,200 pounds. The tires are 
bald and usually last for three or four 
races. Another type is used if the track 
is wet. 


"The A sports racer is the fastest 


racing car in the world," the driver 
declared. "I could go out on 41 (high- 
way) and do 200 miles an hour. It's 
faster than Indianapolis cars because 
their cars are limited and ours aren't. 
It's also faster than drag racers," he 
declared. 


' Kampo doesn't hesitate to give the 
bulk of the credit for his success to his 
crew. "I don't even know how to start 
the car," he adds. 


"It's a team effort. If Dave would 


make one mistake we lose and if I make 
a mistake he doesn't go," the Kampo 
Enterprises driver explained. 


/The mechanic studies the track before 


the race and then installs the gears ac- 
cording to the length of the straight- 
away. Kampo and Wollerman have 
been together about a year. "Before 
that I was lost," the driver explained. 
,'Races usually are 30 minutes long, 
and the driver covering the greatest 
distance in that time is declared the 
winner. 
' Races this summer took the car and 
crew to tracks in Illinois, Ohio and In- 
dianapolis (not the Motor Speedway) as 
well as Road America at Elkhart Lake. 
The car blew an engine in the Can-Am 
race at Road America. 


He needed a first, second or third 


place in the Indianapolis ract tb qualify 
for the nationals and gained a second to 
finish atop his division's point stand- 
ings. In that race, a tire went flat three 


, minutes before it was over. 


On another occasion, he smashed the 


car in practice the day before the race 


>. when he hit the wrong pedal and the 
\ machine went off the straightaway. 


"Dave worked all night to rebuild it. 


It wasn't a very pretty car, but we won 
the race," Kampo said. 


The mechanic tears the engine apart 


after every race and will test every nut

WASHINGTON (AP) -The White 


House Mid today that by listening to 
presidential tape recordings made 
April 1445, Judge John J. Sirica can 
hear for himself that the tape ran out 
before recording a vital conversation 
with John W. Dean III. 


The conversation between President 


Nixon and former presidential counsel 
Dean is one of two that the White 
House says was never recorded. It said 
so much had gone on in the office 
earlier in the day that the six-hour reel 
was filmed. A technical expert said 
apparently an automatic switching 
system to a back-up recorder did not 
work. 


J. Fred Buzhardt, lawyer for the 


President, asked U.S. District Court 
Judge Sirica to employ electronic ex- 
perts to determine "that the tapes are 
complete and have not been tampered 
with in any form." 


Richard Ben Veniste, a Watergate 


prosecution force lawyer, concurred in 
Buzhardt's request and the judge asked 
both the prosecution force and the 
White House to suggest an expert. 


Buzhardt told the court Wednesday 


that a telephone conversation between 
the President and former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell was made on an 
instrument not connected to tape 
records. That reduced availability of 
nine subpoenaed White House Water- 
gate recordings to seven. 


"It was not until several weeks ago 


when 
the 
President 
considered 


disclosure that review of tapes by him 
was commenced," Buzhardt said. 


"It was not definitely determined 


that the two conversations in question 
were not recorded until late last 
week," he said. 


Buzhardt said he would call wit- 


nesses to show that the tape had ex- 


, ceeded its capacity of six hours con- 


versation on Saturday, April 14 and 
early on Sunday - a time when 
technicians did not routinely check the 
recording devices. 


"The judge himself can hearing the 


running out of the tape," Buzhardt 
said. 


Secret Service technician Raymond 


C. Zumwalt, who installed and serviced 
the automatic recording equipment in 
the President's offices, was scheduled 
to testify before Sirica. 


Through all the court fights, high- 


level 
statements, 
and 
eventual 


agreement by the President to comply 
with court orders, the existence of nine 
tapes sought by Watergate investigat- 
orawas never questioned. 


Deputy press secretary Gerald L. 


Warren said at the White House that 
Nixon had been unaware until last 
weekend that specific conversations of 
June 20, 1972, and April 15, 1973, were 
not recorded. 


Buzhardt told Sirica a four-minute 


conversation on June 20 between Nixon 
and Mitchell was on a telephone not 
connected to recorders. 


And the April 15 conversation 


between the President nad Dean was 
"not redorded due to malfunctioning of 
the system or inadequacy of the sys- 
tem," Buzhardt told Sirica. 


Warren explained that extensive 


conversations 
and discussions in 


Nixon's office on April 14 and 15 — 
prior to the Dean meeting had been 
recorded. But, he said, "when this 
conversation took place the first 
recorder had run out, filled up and the 
alternate recorder was not activated 
until the next day, the 16th." 


April 15 was a Sunday. Zumwalt 


testified Wednesday that the equipment 
was serviced only on weekdays and 
that the switching system to a second 
six-hour reel apparently didn't work. 
He said it was the only failure he knew 
of. 


The missing recordings include what 


Mitchell told Nixon in their first 
reported conversation following the 
Watergate break-in of June 20, 1972, 
and of what passed between Nixon and 
Dean in a meeting in which Dean said 
Nixon admitted discussing clemency as 
part of the Watergate cover-up. 


The disclosure brought quick reac- 


tion from senators of both parties. 


"As of this moment, President Nixon 


has the clear burden of satisfying the 
American people that he* has been 
speaking the truth. If he fails in this, 
then we are faced with a political crisis 
of the most profoundly disturbing

Perjury denied 
by Kleindienst 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Former Atty. 


Gen. Richard S. Kleindienst denies he 
committed perjury by failing to tell the 
Senate about President Nixon's order 
to drop an antitrust suit against ITT 
and his own threat to resign rather 
than obey. 


Kleindienst repeatedly stated under 


oath during 1972 hearings before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee that there 
was no White House pressure on him 
to halt the antitrust suits against In- 
ternational Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. 


He acknowledged in a statement 


Wednesday that Nixon telephoned him 
on April 19, 1971, and, "without any 
discussion, ordered me to drop the 
appeal" of one of fie three parallel 
lawsuits. 


He defended his Senate testimony by 


saying he "was not asked whether I 
had had any contacts with the White 
House at the time of this decision, and 
I did not deny any such contacts." 


But an examination of the two 


volumes of the hearing record shows 
that Kleindienst was asked repeatedly 
about the sequence of events on April 
19. 


And he was asked several times if 


he had ever had any contacts with the 
White House concerning the ITT case. 


He repeatedly denied any contacts 
amounting to pressure or directions and 
conceded only that the matter may 
have been mentioned in some of the 
many casual conversations he had with 
White House officials.

MIAMI (AP) - President Nixon's 


fight to keep the White House tapes 
confidential was a stand on principle 
and was not made in fear of 
incrimination, The Miami Herald 
quotes Nixon's closest friend as saying. 


In a copyright story, the Herald in 


today's editions quotes C.G. "Bebe" 
Rebozo as saying in a rare personal 
interview that Nixon was motivated 
"by the same character and same high 
principles" which he exhibited in 
refusing to contest the Illinois vote in 
his 1980 loss to John F. Kennedy. 


"I'm fairly logical and it's hard for 


me to conceive that a man would sit 
there talking to people, being the only

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Fhe Ford nomination 


Rep. David Obey of Wausau got some wires crossed in a 


Wisconsin speech the other day dealing with the nomination 
of Rep. Gerald Ford to be vice president. 


Obey said Ford should be confirmed by Congress because 


it would be wrong for the presidency to pass to Speaker Carl 
Albert and thus have the Democrats "win through tragedy 
what it lost last November — namely, the presidential 
election." But Obey went on to say that approval of the Ford 
nomination should be part of a package agreement includ- 
ing the resignation of President Nixon. 


There has been too much of this kind of talk, which can be 


classified as an extension of the Watergate mentality and 
certainly a violation of the way the 25th Amendment is 
supposed to work. The Washington Post, hardly a spokes- 
man for the welfare of the Republican party, put it this way 
in a recent editorial. 


"In political terms, the last thing that the country wants 


or needs is any more distress, disunity and narrow par- 
tisanship. All this would certainly result from any attempt 
to hold the nomination of Mr. Ford as hostage, either to Mr. 
Nixon's future performance or in anticipation of the 
President's impeachment. 


"Moreover, it would be profoundly wrong —and probably 


self-defeating as well — to try to turn impeachment into a 
congressional coup d'etat which would install a Democrat in 
the White House. That would be precisely the sort of cynical 
exploitative abuse of power which the American people are 
now acting so strongly against." 


And that is precisely right. The 25th Amendment was 


added to the Constitution in 1965 to fill a void. It assures that 
there will always be a vice president. It has also a grim side, 
procedure for the vice president to take over if a president 
is physically unable to serve. This is always a possibility 
quite apart from what has been lumped together under the 
heading of Watergate. 


Congress should act swiftly on the Ford nomination on its 


own merits. That is the intent of the 25th Amendment. 


he meaning of impeachment 


With all the talk of impeachment going on these days, a 


definition of the term and of the process is in order. 


To impeach is "to charge with malfeasance in office 


before a proper tribunal." 


In the case of the President of the United States, the 


Constitution gives to the House of Representatives "the sole 
power of impeachment." The Senate "shall have the sole 
power to try all impeachments," and "no person shall be 
convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members present." Adoption of impeachment charges, 
however, is by a simple majority in the House. 


Framers of the Constitution borrowed the idea of im- 


peachment from England where the practice of the adoption 
of charges against a public official by a legislative body was 
started in the Fourteenth Century. 


Civil officers of the United States Government are subject 


to impeachment, but it was held early by the courts that 
legislators are not subject. 


The most famous impeachment in U.S. history was that of 


President Andrew Johnson in 1868. The Senate failed to 
convict and he finished out his term of office. All told there 
have been 12 federal impeachments, mostly judges, four of 
whom were convicted. 


r/vafe school aids 


Recent legislative developments at Madison strongly 


suggest that the determined effort made in recent legisla- 
tive terms to enact laws for direct state subsidies of 
parochial and other non-public schools has been abandoned. 
Not only has the legislature shown a reluctance to act on 
such controversial matters, but a succession of judicial 
decisions assures that any such act that would be enacted in 
Wisconsin would be immediately subject to protracted legal 
challenge. 


One of the major organizations seeking some form of 


support for the non-public educational enterprise, troubled 
as 5t is with increasing financing problems, has now brought 
in a far more modest plan that would in effect provide state 
financing for the loan of textbooks to all public and private 
school children who desire them. 


It has been estimated that such an arrangement can be 


financed at a cost of $10 per pupil, and perhaps less, since 
the textbooks would be loaned to the pupils by the district 
and presumably would be used by a succession of classes in 
the several grades Thus the cost to the state treasury would 
be modest, considering the enormous state school aid 
budget as a whole and the flourishing level of state tax 
revenues. As a practical matter, the financing of such 
textbook lending to pupils in all schools, without distinction 
as to their proprietorship, may well have the effect of 
lessening, or even eliminating, the long-standing resistance 
of the public school lobby in Madison to state assistance to 
the non-public schools. 


The new plan is presented late in the legislative session, 


but that won't necessarily impair its prospects. The assis- 
tance program if authorized cannot become effective until 
the fall of 1974 and thus the legislature at its next sitting in 
January can review the issue as thoroughly as appears 
necessary. 


The Wisconsin proposal is modeled closely upon a system 


that has been in effect in the state of New York for some 
years and has successfully withstood constitutional 
challenges in the courts, including the United States 
supreme court. 


The thorny issue here has been the constitutional com- 


mand for the separation of church and state. In a U. S. court 
decision of five years ago, Justice Byron White, writing for 
a court majority of six members, wrote that the plan merely 
makes available to all children the benefits of a general 
program of textbook loans, that books were furnished at the 
request of the pupil and that ownership remains, in effect, 
with the state, that no funding or other assistances were 
furnished to church-related schools, that the financial 
benefits were to the parents and children and not to the 
schools, that only secular books and not religious materials, 
could receive approval for loans, and that the law could not 
be shown in any way to have coerced the plaintiffs as 
individuals in the practice of their religion. 


If the Wisconsin legislature is disposed to accommodate 


the long disputed parochial school assistance issue, the text 
book lending plan is one that appears reasonable and has 
been shown to be constitutionally valid.

Cry of bingo will be heard again 


MADISON —It is now evident that after more 


than a century of absolute prohibition, the cry of 
"Bingo" will resound in a thousand halls and 
basements as a means of luring contributions 
for the work of church, fraternal, veterans and 
other noncommercial and tax exempt sponsors 
whose members cannot or won't provide the 
financial support such groups believe they need. 


The legislature's response to the pressures for 


bingo was even stronger than neutral observers 
might have expected on the basis of the popular 
vote ratifying the constitutional revision last 
spring. For the first time in the history of the 
state voters made it possible for the legislature 
to endorse what had hitherto been defined as a 
lottery and therefore Illegal. 


The explanation probably lies in the fact that 


every politician realized that there is an active 
and highly organized pressure for the introduc- 
tion of licensed bingo, while the resistance, 
numerically strong as it was shown to be in the 
last count at the polls, has never been so well 
defined, articulate and visible. 


Climbed en bandwagon 


Even in those counties where the popular vote 


last April was reasonably close, legislators for 
the most part climbed on the bandwagon, 
although a gallery observer may be permitted 
to surmise that some of them were not al- 
together happy about it. As the articulate 
minority said so often, there will be an enor- 
mous temptation for illicit operations. 


That possibility of circumvention of the 


machinery intended to confine the lottery ac- 
tivity to respectable and worthy licensees was 
inferentially acknowledged by the extraor- 
dinary care shown by the floorleaders of the 
cause in the final bill drafting. To the credit of 
Rep. Gerald Kleczka of Milwaukee and others 
involved, they have produced a measure that is 
probably as carefully written and hedged with 
safeguards as is possible in the hurly-burly of 
the legislative process. 
> 
. 


The chief dispute on the Assembly floor 


related not to the legitimacy of the cause, but to 
the mechanics of licensing and supervision by 
the state. The pro-bingo forces regarded any 
attempt to change the original plan as a scheme 
to sabotage the entire effort. Yet the fact that 
the bill proposes a new compartment of 
bureaucracy in Madison with a supervising 
commission appointed by the governor and a 
"bingo czar" as he will inevitably become 
known to be chosen by the commission, is 
contrary to the whole thrust of administrative 
organization refinement and simplification in 
the state government lately. 


Commission Idea survives 


At one point it seemed that the separate bingo 


commission plan would be derailed in favor of a 
transfer to the state Department of Revenue. 
But that failed when Secretary Edward Wiegner 


expressed a distaste for the idea of having any 
responsibility for the operation. One may 
wonder if that is sufficient cause to influence 
the legislature. Another move to transfer to the 
state Department of Justice, the logic of which 
was perhaps stronger, significantly enough 
failed on a tie vote. Atty. Gen. Robert Warren, 
of course, is a Republican. The most aggressive 
of the bingo champions are Democrats. 


Many listeners to the tedious arguments on 


the Assembly floor may have wondered about 
this pell-mell rush to legitimatize an enterprise 
that was so long scorned and outlawed. It was 
plain that even the last ditch opponents who 
fought on in the full awareness that they had 
lost were not worried about closely supervised 
public games under state license and inspec- 
tion, the profits dedicated to worthy causes. 
Their concern was, as they patiently repeated, 
that greedy illegitimate operators would 
somehow penetrate the protective screen of law, 
as suggested wlsewhere in the country. 


Yet there was the apparent mandate of the 


electorate, very likely influenced by the infusion 
of the newly enfranchised young. Moreover, it is 
probably difficult for the average politician who 
sees pornography shops, massage parlors, and 
nude dancing within a stone's throw of the 
Capitol to resist the pressure for state-regulated 
bingo.

Age gap among 
youngsters critical 


Jp at the lake this summer, we re- 


turned home from dinner out one even- 
ing, to find a dozen youngsters sitting 
on the living-room floor playing silly 
games. What pleased me immensely to 
see this sight was the fact that their 
ages ranged from nine up to 19. 


Testifying not long ago before a 


Senate 
subcommittee 
on 
social 


problems, Dr. Margaret Mead, the 
distinguished anthropologist, remarked 
that one of the most critical defects in 
modern America is the compartmen- 
talization of age groups, so that people 
tend to associate only with others in 
their same age bracket-with a lost 
sense of sympathy and understanding 
between the generations. 


This is true among young people 


today, in a way it wasn't when I was 
young. The scene in the living-room that 
night carried me back to my own 
childhood in the 1920s, when my cousins 
and I and our friends all played together 
during the summers, from the first 
graders up to the college students, 
'without any hint of condescension or 
loss of status. 


In the intervening decades, however, 


our society tended more and more to 
become fissured-to the point where 
16-year-olds or 14-year-olds or 12-year 
olds became locked within their own 
narrow age group, aspiring toward the 
older and looking down their noses at 
the younger. 


But ages are traditionally supposed to 


form links, not barriers; we cannot 


learn appropriately from those older 
than us if they refuse to take part in 
anything with "little kids," and if the 
social goal is tc grow up as fast as 
possible in terms of freedom and au- 
tonomy. 


The accelerating compartmentaliza- 


tion of our time has resulted in the 
"teeny-bopper" who obscenely tries to 
imitate his older brother and sister, 
usually with disastrous results, rather 
than being content to be and do what is 
proper for a given age group. (Of 
course, even when I was young we all 
yearned to be older and be able to do 
things not now permitted; but this 
yearning was also coupled with much 
satisfaction in doing childish things as 
well.) 


Age is a continuum, not a discrete 


series of breaks; 19 must remember 
what it was like to be nine, just as 39 
must remember what it was like to be 
19. Our sympathies must range forward 
and backward in time, if society is 
going to have any cohesion (and any 
ongoing satisfaction). We have already 
lost our grandparents (in the 19th-cen- 
tury sense of knowing them), and we 
are on the way toward losing our 
parents, in any emotionally supportive 
way. 


But ages cannot exist within their own 


boundaries; it is a delusion to suppose 
they can. Each needs support from 
younger and older both; when such 
support is missing, society is bound 
only by a hostile symbiosis.

Nixon's maneuverings of last week, 
merely to ask whether one should leap - 
as Mr. Nixon would have us do —to the 
conclusion that detente was the corner- 
stone of last week's success.

Berlin, 
and 
President 


Eisenhower announced his intention of 
hanging on to Berlin. Meanwhile, the 
leaders of the People's Republic of 
China announced their unswerving de- 
termination to seize the offshore islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu. President 
Eisenhower ordered the 7th Fleet to 
patrol the relevant strait, and, as we all 
know, Quemoy and Matsu are still 
there. 
President 
Kennedy ordered 


Khrushchev to take his missiles out of 
Cuba and stuff them back into the 
socialist motherland, and Khrushchev 
did so. 


It would not have been pleasing, for 


aesthetic 
reasons, 
if 
Presidents 


Eisenhower and Kennedy had, after 
these various crises, called press 
conferences at which they had said: If it 
had not been for the tough line taken 
with the Soviet Union, we'd have stood 
to lose in the offshore islands. . .in 
Berlin. . .in Cuba. 


Mr. Nixon's contention that the 


Mideast cease-fire is a bloom of detente 
is preposterous. It is a pity that the 
reporters in the room were so anxious to 
turn the press conference into an 
examination of Watergate that no one 
asked the primary question, namely: 
Why did we come close to a confronta- 
tion with the Soviet Union in the 
Mideast? 


Detente started formally in May of 


1972, and here we were, October of 1973, 
and the Soviet Union a) provisions a 
war in the Mideast, b) threatens to 
intercede with Soviet military, and c) 
(this is the report from one news 
magazine), threatens physically to des- 
troy the State of Israel, to whose 
independence the United States is for- 
mally pledged. 


Now it does not surprise one that the 


Soviet Union was kept from carrying 
out its threats —we still have an army; 
and a navy, and an air force. What is 
surprising, for those who believe in 
detente, is that the Soviet Union is still 
making threats. The idea of detente is to 
stop making threats, to stop relying on 
force. Where has the Soviet Union 
shown a disposition to stop relying on 
force? Certainly not in its internal 
policies, where force is the routine 
empire of satellites, where force is the 
glue that sticks it all together. Far from 
vindicating the policy of detente, the 
events of last week proved that the 
Soviet Union is continuing to oppor- 
tunize in behalf of its old imperialistic 
policies. It is, in a word, more of the 
same. 


The next question to ask the President 


is: if we project the relative decrease in 
our military strength over the next five 
or six years, can you assure us that we 
would be in a position to stop the Soviet 
Union in a crisis of this sort? 


And if not, what force is Israel going 


to rely upon, in her next war, to contain 
a Soviet-backed effort to destroy her? 


Surely the Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee should, at this point, call in 
representatives of the chiefs of staff, 
and ask them the question: if the Soviet 
Union had called our bluff, what would 
we have done about it? It may be that as 
the situation gets hotter, President 
Nixon gets cooler. But all the while, the 
United States gets weaker.

MADISON -The Wisconsin Judicial 


Council has submitted a petition to the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court proposing 
the first major review of the state's 
rules of civil procedure since 1857. 


The proposed rules, sent to Court 


members today, follow the lead of 26 
other states in conforming to federal 
rules and would, according to Council 
Secretary Richard Malmgren, provide 
greater judicial supervision of civil 
procedures and assure speedier litiga- 
tion. 


The rules will be printed in the 


December issue of the Wisconsin Law 
Review and are scheduled as the major 
agenda item at the Annual Judicial 
Conference in Milwaukee in January. 
One whole day of the Mid-Winter State 
Bar convention in February will also 
be devoted to the proposed rules. 


Malmgren said that it is hoped that 


a public hearing could be held in the 
spring. The rules would have to be 
approved by the Supreme Court to 
become part of the statutes.* 


Under the proposed rules, % civil suit 


would require that a summons first be 
filed with the clerk of courts, thereby 
reducing the number of harassment 
suits that involve only clients and at- 
torneys and never get to court. 


The rules also demand that a 


scheduling conference be held shortly 
after the complaint is served so that 
clients know when they might expect to 
get to court. Again, under present civil 
procedure, court dates may be left 
entirely up to the discretion of the 
attorneys. 


"This will mean that the action will 


get moving," Malmgren said, "rather 
than just sitting for a couple years. It 
will also save clients money because 
they will get to court faster." 


The state bar has not yet taken a 


position on the rules, but six of its 
members served on the Civil Rules 
Committee 
which 
drew 
up 
the 


proposals. The committee has been 
working on the rules for three years. 


Wisconsin copied the rules of civil 


procedure from New York over a cen- 
tury ago, adopting the present rules on 
March 1, 1857. The rules were 
originally written by David Dudley 
Field in the early 1840s and stood as 
the basic guideline for many states.
